The statement amended a previous declaration in which he 
inadvertently singled out a single network for sole recognition. 

| Following is Mayor Hynes' proclamation: 

"Boston has truly become the television capital of the 
nation.. This became apparent to me when 1 learned of the tremendous 
plans on the part of two television networks to bring the colorful 
story and pictures of the Coronation to 100,000,000 people in the 
United States. 

"On May 28 there was issued from my office a statement 
designating June 2 as CBS Television Coronation Day in Boston. I now 
wish to broaden that declaration and designate June 2 as Television 
Coronation Day in our city.

"I do this with great pride. For many years we have boasted, 
and rightfully so, that our great Logan International Airport in East 
Boston is one of the outstanding and most modern airports in the 
country -- nearer to Europe than any other. 

For the past 
six months the television networks of the National Broadcasting Company 
and the Columbia Broadcasting System have been perfecting plans at 
the Logan Airport to use local facilities to originate network tele- 
casts of the Coronation. This is a history-making event. We welcome 
with open arms both great networks. We extend to them the full 
facilities and hospitality of our city. We congratulate the officials 
of NBC and CBS for the tremendous efforts being expended to bring 
promptly to the American people the centuries-old ceremonies attendant 


upon the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth."

CORONATION COVERAGE VIA TIE-INS WITH M-G-M EXHIBIT 


NBC radio and television affiliates in 23 cities took advan- 
tage of an exploitation tie-up set with Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer to gener- 
ate maximum interest in their own airing of the net's Coronation pro- 
grams for General Motors (June 2). 

The movie company is touring a 58-foot traveling trailer 
"museum" featuring Elizabethan period costumes and furnishings used in 
its picture "Young Bess," dealing with Queen Elizabeth I. NBC affili- 
ates used the widespread interest aroused by the "museum" to highlight 
their special interest in another Elizabeth--Queen Elizabeth II-- and 
' their coverage of the Coronation ceremonies. 

A sign placed outside the "museum" wherever it stopped read: 
"Watch for Your NBC Radio-Television Coverage of the Coronation on 
June 2nd -- Sponsored by General Motors." Similar copy appeared above 
a motion picture screen set inside the trailer, where excerpts from the 
MGM picture were shown to crowds as they filed through. In many cities 
a sign in the lobby of the theatre playing "Young Bess" advertised the 
local NBC affiliate's Coronation programs. 

Radio station WINR, Binghamton, N.Y., had its call letters 
featured on the exterior sign and the screen. In Wilkes-Barre, Pa., 
station WBRE made tape recordings at the "museum" and used them on 
local shows, with mention of its upcoming General Motors! Coronation 


programming. Station WSYR in Syracuse, N.Y., took similar action.

In Allentown, Pa., television station WLEV, showed a model 

wearing one of the Elizabethan gowns on a local show. Station WKBO in 
Harrisburg ran spot announcements heralding the "museum's" arrival. 
In Altoona, Station WFBG, ran advance announcements and featured a taps 
interview with an Altoona girl which was done at the "museum." Station 
KDKA in Pittsburgh ran advance spots and was highlighted at the exhibit 
and in the lobby of the theatre playing "Young Bess." 

Similar cooperation involving advance "museum" mention and 
publicity for local stations and their Coronation coverage was used by 
station WNBK in Cleveland, WSPD-TV in Toledo, and WLW, both radio and 


television, in Cincinnati.

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American televiewers had an almost instantaneous glimpse of 
the colorful Coronation of Queen Elizabeth II on this morning's 
(June 2) TODAY telecast over NBC-TV. 
' Dramatic, still pictures of the historic event were trans- 


mitted across the Atlantic by radio-photo to the "Today" newsroom set, 


where they were reproduced on a new facsimile receiver called Mufax, 


At 5:35 a.m., EDT, only nine minutes after the smiling young 


Queen entered the magnificent state coach for the trip to Westminster 
Abbey, the picture was on American television screens via the system 

| set up by the NBC-TV early morning news and special features series. 
This photo was followed by other pictures which included a 

| closeup of the Queen and her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh,in the coach; 


the cheering multitudes outside Buckingham Palace,a mounted guardsman — 


in the procession, an overhead shot of the crowds around Victoria 


| Monument, and then individual pictures of the Queen, her husband, the 


Queen Mother, Princess Margaret and Prime Minister Sir Winston Churchill

Then -- most dramatic of all -- a picture of the actual 


crowning of Elizabeth by the Archbishop of Canterbury, at 7:50 a.m.. 


In order to present an up-to-the-minute pictorial report of 
the Coronation, "Today" went on the air at 5:30 a.m., EDT, an hour and 
a half in advance of its usual starting time. 

The picture coverage was made possible by linking -- for the 
first time for television use -- trans-Atlantic radio-photo facilities 
with the Mufax facsimile Fe icine. the only such machine that can be 
attached directly to the type of radio circuit used to bridge the 
Atlantic. It is at least a half-hour faster than any method used 


previously. 
Mufax is a British machine, developed by Muirhead and Company, 


Ltd., of Beckenham, England, but perfection of the photo reception pro- 
cess in New York was accomplished in a series of experiments by RCA 
and NBC communications experts. 

Here's how it worked on Coronation Day: 

At the Muirhead plant, 40 miles from London, a television set 
was installed to receive the British Broadcasting Corporation telecasts 
of the procession and the rites within the Abbey. Still photographs 
were taken of scenes on the TV screen with a high-speed developing 
camera. The photos immediately were put on the radio-photo circuit 


leased for the day by NBC. 

Gibson Parker, well-known British radio and television 
personality, was at Muirhead and in direct radio-telephone contact 
with Dave Garroway and Frank Blair on the "Today" set. Parker commented 
on the pictures in detail while they were appearing on American TV 


screens. 
While @ther wire services reported considerable difficulty 


in obtaining radio-photos of any clarity, because of atmospheric 
conditions, the Mufax machine received a total of 86 pictures, most of 


which were seen by the "Today" audience. 
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PLANES SPAN ATLANTIC WITH FIRST FILMS 


OF CORONATION FOR NBC TELECASTS

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Boston, June 2 -- High-speed aircraft winged their way 
across 3400 miles of the Atlantic Ocean today to speed the first com- 
plete films of Queen Elizabeth's Coronation to America for the NBC-TV 


telecasts this afternoon and evening. 


At press time for this issue of the NBC Daily News Report, a 
total of three planes, including two jets, were in the air with various 
sequences of film capturing the color and pageantry of the historic 


event for NBC-TV viewers. 

Another jet was due to leave with final film within 90 
minutes, while, at the half-way point at Goose Bay, Labrador, still 
two more planes waited to carry films, transferred from the jets, on 
the second leg of their dash to Logan International Airport, Boston, 

At Logan Airport, where NBC had established an elaborate 
transmitting studio and processing laboratory, personnel were awaiting 
arrival of the first planes, to telecast the films from there over the

The planes in the air included a converted Pan-American Super 
Six Clipper, chartered by NBC for the occasion, and carrying films 
kKinescoped from the British Broadcasting Corporation telecast and films 
shot by the NBC camera crews stationed at strategic locations along the 
route of the brilliant procession, This plane, carrying noted NBC 
commentators Henry Cassidy and Merrill Mueller, left England at 
8:12 a.m, (EDT) -- minutes after the Queen was crowned amid cries of 
"God Save the Queen" -- and was scheduled to arrive in Boston at about 
8:20 p.m. (EDT). 

Two Royal Air Force Canberra jet bombers, streaked toward 
Goose Bay and Montreal, Canada, with pool film, The first jet took 
off from England shortly after 8 a.m. (EDT), followed in about two 
hours by the second jet bomber, The third jet was scheduled to lezve 
its Air Force base at 1:30 p.m. (EDT) with final film of the post- 
Coronation procession through the ancient streets of London before 
wildly-cheering crowds, 

Meanwhile, racing pilot Stanley Reaver waited beside his 
souped-up P-51 Mustang, from the famed Paul Mantz "Flying Circus," at 
Goose Bay, for the arrival of the first Royal Air Force jet, expected 
there at about 2 p.m. (EDT). 

As soon as it arrives, the NBC television film will be 
quickly transferred to Mantz' red speedster, capable of speeds ap- 
proaching those of jets, for the dash to Boston, Estimated flight 
time from Goose Bay to Boston for the Mustang is approximately two and 
a quarter hours, so that first film was expected at the NBC field 
Studio at Logan before 5 p.m. (EDT), perhaps by 4:30 p.m., or only 
11 hours after Queen Elizabeth started out from Buckingham Palace for

Also at the Goose Bay airport was a converted A-26 bomber, 
made available to NBC by Cities Service Petroleum, Inc., awaiting the 
arrival of the second Royal Air Force Canberra, Then the A-26 also 
will jump off to speed to Boston with the second batcn of film, Pilots 
for the A-26 are Barney Malloy and Pat Colden, 

Bad luck hampered another attempt by NBC to bring its tele- 
vision audience Coronation film even earlier, when a mechanical failure 
forced back an Electric Canberra jet, carrying exclusive NBC film 


through the cooperation of the Venezuelan government, This jet, 


| piloted by Capt. J.W. Hackett of Silver City Airways, Ltd., was being 


ferried to Venezuela, and arrangements had been made to have it speed 
first film back to the United States, en route, 

The jet, long kept secret by NBC, took off from Blackbushe 
Airport, England, with kinescope film at 6:24 a.m, (EDT), and was 
expected in Boston within seven hours, 

After only two hours and four minutes out, and one-third its 
way across the Atlantic, Capt. Hackett discovered the circuit con- 
necting the fuel pump to the number four tank was broken, apparently 
hit during loading, 

Without its 800 gallons, he did not dare risk an attempt 
to make Goose Bay or Gander, and turned back, landing in England again 
at 9:40 a.m,, EDT, The break was found impossible to repair and the 
flight was cancelled, 

Earlier, Mantz! P-51 speedster was temporarily forced down 


at Prince Charlotte, New Brunswick, when its wings iced during flight

from Boston to Goose Baye Quick work at the New Brunswick airport, 
however, enabled Reaver to take to the air again, and he raced on to 
Goose Bay in time to meet the first Royal Air Force Canberra jet,

NBC's darkly-kept secret airplane for flying Coronation filme 
to the United States actually has been a matter of public information 
Since the middle of May. 

The window of the RCA Exhibition Hall on West 4Oth Street in 
New York contained the secret information -- and hundreds of people 
stood at the window each morning to watch Dave Garroway and the "To- 


day" program being broadcast inside and were unaware of the secret 


®™ in front of them. 


The window was decorated with a display about NBC's plans 
for covering the Coronation. Since pool British Canberra jet bombers 
were being used in the relays of some of the film, the window decora- 
tors took "poetic license" and dubbed a cut-out of a Canberra jet as 
the "NBC Flying Newsroom," Actually, the NBC flying newsroom that had 
been announced was a Pan American Clipper. The network's special 
Canberra jet was strictly "hush-hush." 

NBC figured that it would never occur to the opposition net-~- 
works to look in the window at Dave Garroway's program for secret in- 


formation that they would have liked very much to have.

CODES CUE NBC FLANNING 


Three code names which have been whispered in the offices of 
the National Broadcasting Company for several months are at last being 
spoken openly. They are Astral, Astral Junior, and Albion Arrow. 

Astral ("pertaining to, coming from, or like, the stars") 
was the over-all code name. Astral Junior was the identification for 
Mufax, a remarkably swift process for transmitting still photographs 
by radio which was first used in the United States on Dave Garroway's 


"Today" program on Coronation morning. 


The super-secret project, Albion Arrow (English arrow) re- 
ferred to a Canberra jet bomber which had been obtained for flying the 
first Coronation films to America. The two-engine plane is the prop- 
erty of the Venezuelan air force and was delivered by the manufacturer, 
the English Electric Company, to Blackbushe Airport, scene of NBC's

instantaneous kinescoping operation, on Coronation Day. NBC offered 


to ferry the ship to Venezuela in return for its use in carrying 


Coronation film.

"SvyNC" IS CINCH TO NBC ENGINEERS 


A small instrument that synchronizes sound from a tape re- 
corder playback with movement on motion picture film was developed by 
NBC engineers in connection with the network's coronation coverage. 

The device goes a long way towards solving the problems of 
matching sound with film that has no sound track. As film is flashed 
on a monitor screen the operator of the instrument keeps close watch 
to see if the action on the film and sound from the recorder playback 
are together. If the sound is slow, all he does is push a small micro- 


(more ) 
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switch that speeds it up. Or, if the sound is too fast, another micro- 
switch will slow it down until it is synchronized with the action on 
the film. 

The synchronizer was developed by Harry Grelck, NBC field 
supervisor, and Ed Wilbur of the network's TV technical operations. 
Joe Sturniolo operated it during projection of NBC's Coronation films.

AMERICAN COMFORTS FOR NBC CREW 


Not wanting to make a daily 80-mile round trip between NBC 
headquarters in London and their film lab at Blackbushe airport, Dave 
Klein and the rest of the NBC technicians involved in setting up the 
Coronation transmission moved lock, stock and coffee to the Queen's 
Hotel in nearby Farnborough. 

Though experiencing trouble at first, the crew had the 
maitre d' in the habit of setting aside two cases of beer on ice for 
them each night -- a rare feat in the warm beer country of England. 
In addition, they brought their own coffee over from the States and 
this, too, was especially made and put on ice for the lads to have 
iced coffee when they returned from work -- a refreshment of rarity

With one micro-wave tower set up adjacent to the Nissen hut 
“somewhere in London" where the NBC film crew took and processed films 
of the ceremony, the other tower, standing 100 feet high, was located 
134 miles away in Littlewick Green, where it rested in the garden of 
a local policeman. Asked how much the bobby charged to let this tower 
be set up in his backyard, Pat Murrin replied, "Not a thing. He's 
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actually honored that we're using his garden as our location, despite 
the fact that it was half demolished in the process." So willing are 
the British about anything to do with the crowning of their Queen.

NBC PAN AM CLIPPER AIDS U.S. NEWS GROUPS 
A group of leading news-gathering organizations in the 
United States received assistance from NBC in flying their still 
photographs of the Coronation from London on June 2. NBC cooperated 
with the Associated Press, United Press, International News Photos, 
Life, Time, New York News, New York Times, St. Louis Post Dispatch and 
Toronto Star in flying film on its chartered Pan American Clipper.

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HOW NBC-TV ACHIEVED AMAZING SPEED 


WITH CORONATION ‘STILL! PICTURES 
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LONDON, June 2 - Eight minutes after the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury placed the crown on the head of Queen Elizabeth II, NBC-TV 
audiences watching the "Today" program saw pictures of this historic 
moment through one of the most complex yet ingenious methods of re- 
corded picture transmission ever devised -- the Mufax facsimile re- 
meceiver. 

Located in a small, unostentatious brick building in the 
town of Beckenham, Kent, some 15 miles from London proper, this opera- 
tion -- known as Astral, Jr. -- combined elements of television, the 
Still camera and very high frequency picture transmission to achieve 
remarkable speed in bringing to NBC televiewers pictures of events 
which only minutes before occurred within the sacred and restricted 
confines of Westminster Abbey. 

Stephen Taffler, London still photographer engaged for this 
occasion by NBC, manned two specially-rigged 4x5 view cameras placed 
directly in front of two BBC monitors which carried the colorful 
event. By his side was Ed Newman of NBC's London staff who, at pre- 
arranged moments in the Coronation script, pressed a button, taking a 
Picture which, within minutes, was seen on American TV screens. 

Once the picture was taken, it was sped to the darkroom close 
at hand where, with a specially-formulated developer, a negative was 


(more ) 
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produced in the amazing time of 30 seconds. A secret hypo-hardening 
formula fixed the negative and enabled it to be dried in a specially- 
designed heating box within 50 seconds, so that a print was made from 
the negative in the next 15 seconds. This wet print was then pasted 
onto the Mufax drum and transmission to NBC studios in New York was 
begun less than two minutes after the picture had been made off the 
face of the tube. 

Due to the versatility of this Mufax process, it was possible 
for the first time in the history of photo transmission to send 
four pictures simultaneously. Thus NBC televiewers, in fact, saw a 
"stop-action" sequence of high moments during the Coronation. The 
shots, for example, included the actual crowning ceremony by the Arch- 
bishop, when he placed the crown on the Queen's head. 

The Mufax machine was operated by Elwyn Jones of the Muirhead 
Co., developers of this remarkable device, which for the first time in 
its seven years of usage, transmitted at very high frequency to insure 
quality detail and lack of interference from normal static conditions. 

For a simple explanation of Mufax, Jones stated: 

"The picture is clipped around a drum and placed on the 
transmitter which turns this drum past the scanning spot -- a small 
rectangular beam of light focused on the picture. In this way, the 
whole area is eventually scanned in the form of a spiral. 

"The light from the illuminated area falls on a photo-elec- 
tric cell and is converted into a fluctuating electric current: the 
darkest tones producing the weakest current and vice-versa, After 
amplification, the current is sent via very high frequency to the re- 
ceiver.

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"The fluctuating current received over the line is fed into 
the receiver and is used to vary the brightness of a spot of light 
falling on the drum, which rotates and traverses at exactly the same 
rate and in the same direction as the transmitter and is thus scanned 
by the light spot. 

"There are 75 scanning lines per inch and the machine will 


scan at the rate of three-and-one-half lines per second."

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AIRPORT HUT TRANSFORMED INTO FILM-RECORDING CENTER 


FOR SWIFT TRANSMISSION OF CORONATION PICTURES 
London, June 2 -- Three weeks ago a battered Nissen hut 
adjoining the airstrip of Blackbushe Airport had every inch of space 
under its leaky roof crammed with old British Army lorries. 
| But within the next 21 days a crew of NBC technicians -- 
some flown over from the States,others hired locally -- transformed 
the hut into the modern miracle of a film-recording center, to provide 
American television audiences today with films of the Coronation cere- 
mony and pageantry. 
But the story had its beginning long before the physical 
activity of three weeks ago commenced. About a year ago, Pat Murrin 
of NBC's London film department first told NBC London Bureau manager 
Romney Wheeler of his idea for making video film recordings with 
standard film cameras, rather than the elaborate, weighty and costly 
kinescope equipment. 
As no cameras other than those of the BBC were to be per- 
mitted within Westminster Abbey, the only way for NBC to obtain its 
own films of the ceremony was to make a film recording of the BBC tele- 
cast. Davidson Taylor, NBC's director of Public Affairs, and Wheeler 
decided upon Murrin's method to obtain these films, which then could

be sped to the United States. Through the cooperation of the 
Venezuelan government, an English Electric Canberra, fastest plane 
capable of spanning the Atlantic, was obtained to ferry these films 
from Blackbushe to Logan Airport in Boston, Mass., for NBC. 

As the closest jet airport to London which would not be 
hampered by commercial flight interference, Blackbushe -- 40 miles 
southeast of London -- was selected as the hub for this operation. 

A cloak of secrecy was thrown over the operation, to be revealed only 
after the Canberra took off on Coronation day. 

Some three weeks ago, NBC assignment Editor Dave Klein and 
a crew of helpers arrived from New York aboard the liner Queen Mary, 
bringing with them 99 cubic feet of equipment to be installed in the 
Nissen hut. 

Under the supervision of Charles H. ("Joe") Colledge, Klein, 
Murrin and their crews set about cleaning up the hut and patching 
the huge leaks in the roof with cork. 

To insure optimum reception on the bank of eight TV re- 
ceivers from which the film was to be taken, Colledge set about con- 
structing two micro-wave relay towers -- one next to the hut, one 13 
miles away in Littlewick Green -- using the first micro-wave equipment 
that NBC ever shipped out of the U.S.A. 

In the meantime, Dave Klein discovered that the water pipe 
line leading to the hut did not afford enough water pressure for his 
developing machinés, even with the addition of a clanking old pump. 
So he was forced to dig a path to the water main and lay his own pipe 


line, assuring enough pressure for the big day.

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“ Bit by bit, the operation began to shape up. As Klein in- 
stalled each of his four quick-developing machines, each one had to 
be put together with great care and tested, for they were so new that 
two had been assembled only two days prior to his departure from 
America and none had .heen tested previously. 


At the other end of the hut, Murrin, once the micro-wave 


Bowers were completed, spent about 20 hours a day setting his bank 
“of five 16mm cameras at the proper distance from, and in exact 
“synchronization with, the monitors they were to photograph. In 
addition, he spent hours hooking up the five cameras to an intricate 
control board from which they could be stopped or started by the 
Biere pressing of a button enabling Colledge, who would be at the 


controls, to edit the ceremony while it was taking place. 


: In another section of the hut, the large 35mm camera with 

‘the Paramount process for making a quick kinescope also was installed, 
Literally, day after day and night after night, the men 

checked and re-checked every phase of the operation to ensure its 


absolute efficiency on Coronation Day.

necessitated unpainting it afterward.

DR. SOCKMAN'S 15TH BOOK, 'HOW TO BELIEVE, '!

The Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, now in his 25th year as 
presiding minister of NBC's NATIONAL RADIO PULPIT, is author of a 
new book, his 15th, just published by Doubleday and Company.

Dr. Sockman has been pastor of Christ Church (Methodist), 
New York, for 35 years. After a Summer leave from "National Radio 


Pulpit," he will return to the program Sunday, Sept 13 (10 a.m., EDT).

PAGEANTRY AND DRAMA OF CORONATION BROUGHT TO U.S.- 
BY NBC RADIO COMMENTATORS IN SWIFT REPORTS 
FROM VANTAGE POINTS IN LONDON

NBC radio brought vivid on-the-spot accounts of all the 
pageantry, solemn ceremony and exultation of the Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II in London yesterday (June 2) in broadcasts starting at 

5:15 a.m., EDT, and continuing at frequent intervals throughout the 
day. 

The history and drama of England and the empire paying its 

“homage to its young Queen were related in brilliant, living descriptions 
by NBC correspondents and commentators, several of whom flew to London 
from both New York and Paris for the occasion, with important fill-ins 
by the British Broadcasting Corporation, 

In the first 90-minute show, from 5:15 to 7:45 a.m., during 
which time NBC radio had the largest audience of any network, NBC com- 

-mentators Henry Cassidy, Merrill Mueller, George Hicks, Frank 
Bourgholtzer and John Farrell, and John Snagge, dean of BBC commenta- 
tors, made the entire ceremony live, as the events actually were 


happening.

They were joined in this Coronation coverage, which was 
sponsored by General Motors, by other commentators familiar to NBC 
radio listeners, including Morgan Beatty, who viewed the ceremonies 
from Westminster Abbey; Ed Newman, Ray Henle, Bill Sprague and Leon 
Pearson, all contributing additional color and news of the historic 


event. 
Henry Cassidy opened the first NBC radio broadcast with 


descriptions of the crowd around the Abbey, focal point of the day, 
and their atmosphere of restrained, joyful waiting for their 
Queen to arrive to take her oaths and receive the Crown. 

Then, switching to where the drama was unfolding, Merrill 
Mueller gave his graphic descriptions of the scene outside Buckingham 
Palace and the departure of smiling, radiant Queen Elizabeth, His 
accounts, like those of the other commentators, were filled with the 
human touches of the day, such as deseriouionk of Prince Charles and 
Princess Anne, the Queen's two young children, as they peeked out of 
a Palace window to watch their mother go to be the central figure in 
the greatest spectacle of a decade, 

Then,as the procession made its way up London's ancient 
Streets between walls of wildly-cheering crowds, the eye-witness de- 
scriptions were continued by George Hicks from Victoria Monument, and 
by Frank Bourgholtzer and John Farrell at Trafalgar Square, and finally 
back again to Cassidy atop Guild Hall overlooking the square in front 
of the Abbey. 

When Queen Elizabeth entered the vast, packed abbey, NBC 
radio switched to the BBC account by Snagge, who also performed the 
same task at the Coronation of Elizabeth's father and who now is re- 
called for highly important occasions,

Snagge, reputed to have the best diction in all England and 
completely familiar with the solemn, significant ritual of the Corona- 
tion, gave a running account of the proceedings, while microphones 
hidden by the altar brought NBC radio listeners the voice of the Queen 
as she accepted the oath, and the voice of the Archbishop of Canterbur, 
as he administered it. 

The moving music accompanying the sacred rites of Coronation 
also were carried to listeners in all its power, so that listeners 
could feel more closely associated with the ceremony than many 
actually seated in the Abbey. 

The second full Coronation program, from 12:15 to 12:45 p.m., 
was another live broadcast from key points in London, recapitulating 
the events of the morning and describing London's populace as they 
started their post-Coronation celebrations. 

Also heard at this period, for the first time, was Morgan 
Beatty, who had been in the Abbey as an observer but who had been unable 
to broadcast because of British government rules that only BBC would 
be allowed to gover the Abbey ceremonies. 

In a remarkable seven-minute commentary from memory -- 
correspondents inside the Abbey were not allowed to take notes -- 
Beatty again brought all the dignity and color of the crowning ritual 
to life again. 

Others heard in this broadcast were Bourgholtzer from Buck- 
ingham Palace, Hicks from the Admiralty Arch and Farrell from Trafal- 
gar Square. By this time, both Mueller and Cassidy had left by NBC's 
chartered Pan-American clipper for America, to be heard later in the 
evening over NBC radio.

The traffic, the milling crowds, the celebrations and color 


of London celebrating after years of austerity were again presented in 


another broadcast from 3:15 to 4:45 p.m. by Hicks, Newman and Bourg- 


holtzer. 


The final 15 minutes were again pick-up from BBC to carry 


the speech by Queen Elizabeth, and her introduction by Prime Minister 


Winston Churchill. 

As soon as the cries of "God Save the Queen" died away, the 
scene was shifted from London to NBC in New York, where Leon Pearson 
gave a five-minute recapitulation of how the Coronation was celebrated 
elsewhere -- the ceremonies in Australia and Canada, the picketing in 
Dublin and the lonely figure of the Duke of Windsor at a television 
set in Paris, watching the Coronation he once had experienced and 
répudiated, 


At night from 10 to 11 p.m., Leon Pearson again narrated a 


“program of tape-recordings taken from the previous live broadcasts 


and edited and written by NBC radio writer William Bales, who also had 
prepared the three pre-Coronation shows broadcast each of the three 
Sundays prior to the Coronation. A fine performance of condensing 
hours of tape into a dramatic living broadcast, Bales started to edit 
the tapes and write narration at 7:45-a.m., finally splicing the last 
bit of tape into place only 20 minutes before the program went on the 


air. 
Meanwhile, all of NBC radio's regular news shows also 


carried extensive Coronation coverage. 


The "World News Roundup," normally heard at 8 a.m., went on 


the air at 9:30 a.m. with tape excerpts fromthe Abbey ceremony and 


commentary by William Sprague.

| Ray Henle was heard at 6:45 p.m. in his "Three Star Extra” 
show in recorded narration from London, evoking all the color of the 
city with its guestsfrom all corners of the globe. 

At 7 p.m. "Pure Oil News" carried recorded excerpts from the 
Abbey rites and from Queen Elizabeth's Speech, a moving appeal for 
prayers for guidance, while Morgan Beatty was heard again at 7:30 p.m, 
on "News of the World,"-with another recorded description of the sig- 
nificance and color of the Coronation inside the Abbey. 

For the second edition of "News of the World," at 11:15 Dallas 
Cassidy and Mueller, havéang spanned the Atlantic as the first men back 
to America who had viewed the Coronation events, broadcast their im- 
pressions in retrospect from Boston, where they had landed with NBC 
television film on NBC's chartered Pan-American Super Six Clipper. 

Throughout all these live broadcasts from London, NBC en- 
gineers: were plagued by atmospheric disturbances that for a while put 
one radio network off the air. But the months of planning by NBC 
personnel to bring America the best and fullest radio coverage of the 
Coronation paid for itself on the day itself, 

NBC was protected by two regular radio circuits, plus a 
third internal two-way circuit, and a link with the BBC broadcasts 
through Canada. 

During the early morning show, the radio signal, originally 
good, started to become progressively more static. But the Queen's 
entrance into Westminster Abbey and the switch to BBC came just in 


time before there was a complete fade-out, so that at no time were the

NBC accounts interrupted. By the time the Abbey ceremonies were over, 
the NBC radio circuits were clear again. 

Joseph Meyers, manager of the NBC central news desk, was 
producer in charge of NBC radio coverage from London. Chet Hagan, 
editor of "News of the World," was in charge of arrangements and cov-

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NBC-TV ACHIEVEMENT IN BEING FIRST U.S, NETWORK CARRYING 
CORONATION FILMS WAS THE RESULT OF LONG-RANGE PLANNING 


Margin for Error Permitted Switch to CBC Pickup After 


Mishaps Hampered Projected Aircraft Relay 


| The fact that NBC was the first network to present the 
Coronation films in the United States was a result of long-range plan- 
ning in which every possible margin of error was anticipated. As a 
result, the last minute decision to carry the films via the coaxial 
cable from Canada was actually the culmination of blueprinting of many 
months ago, 

The painstaking thoroughness of this planning paid off on 
Tuesday, June 2, 1953, when NBC brought to U.S. televiewers the full- 
est and indisputably fastest coverage of one of the most brilliant 
historic events of our time -- the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth II. 
This coverage, both on radio and television, was sponsored by General 


Motors. 
Aviation mishaps notwithstanding, NBC still was able to 


present the first television films seen in this country. Also, by 
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2 - Coronation 
means of a remarkably swift facsimile receiver of radio-photos called 
Mufax, it presented the first still pictures seen.here. 

NBC had planned to score a beat of several hours over other 
television networks by flying the first Coronation films back in an 
English Electric Canberra jet bomber belonging to the Venezuelan 
Government. The plane had been delivered by its manufacturer tO 
Blackbushe Airport, near London, where NBC had set up an elaborate 
installation to kinescope the British Broadcasting Corporation tele- 
cast, NBC had agreed to ferry the jet across the Atlantic. in.return 
for the transport of the films, 

Piloted by Capt. J.W. Hackett, who on May le had set an 
unofficial trans-Atlantic record in a similar aircraft, the jet took 
off at 6:24 a.m., EDT, but two hours out over the Atlantic had to turn 
back because of a defective fuel connection. 

BBC, the only organization permitted to film the ancient 
rites in Westminster Abbey, offered kinescopes of this coverage to 
Canadian and American networks, these films to be flown over in three 
Royal Air Force Canberra jet bombers. 

NBC hired a souped-up P-51 racing plane, piloted by Stanley 
Reaver, of the Paul Mantz flying organization, to pick up films from 
the first RAF jet to land at Goose Bay, Labrador, and swiftly shuttle 
them down to the NBC-TV installation at Boston's Logan Airport, where 
they were to be put on the network, with a total of 67 network stations 
waiting to show the reels. 

When the first RAF plane landed at Goose Bay, it was also 
met by a Canadian Royal Air Force jet, which was to speed films to 
Montreal for presentation by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation.

When it became apparent to NBC officials at Logan Airport that the 

CBC jet would reach Montreal faster than a P-51 could reach Boston, it 
was decided by Charles C. Barry, NBC vice president in charge of 
programs, and William McAndrew, manager of news and special events, 

to cut into the CBC feed rather than wait for the Reaver shuttle plane 

Thus, the first Coronation films seen in America were 
presented over 67 NBC-TV stations at 4:14 p.m., EDT, a clear beat of 
10 minutes over NBC's principal network rival. 

This was a last-minute decision (made, in fact, on the 
apron at Logan Airport) but by no means a last-minute arrangement. 
Actually, CBC and NBC had agreed on a reciprocal feed deal last winter, 
In the event that the secret NBC jet, known as the Albion Arrow, had 
completed its flight with the first films, CBC would have been able 
to cut into the feed of that telecast. 

As McAndrew said: "Television was our secret weapon. Getting 
films from London on first was our objective all the time. We didn't 
care whether we did it by a live pickup from our installation at 
Riverhead, Long Island -- which we were equipped to do if it were 
possible -- or with the Albion Arrow or by way of the RAF to Goose 
Bay, the RCAF to Montreal, and electronically through the CBC or any 
other way." 

NBC was the only full network prepared to take the CBC feed 
when that organization put the films on the air. NBC carried these 
films until 6 p.m., EDT, 

NBC-TV had a later Coronation program scheduled from 
10:30 p.m., to midnight, EDT, originating from Logan Airport. Films 
made in London by NBC camera crews for this program were flown over 
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“4 = Coronation 
| non-stop in a Pan American Super-Six Clipper, in which film-editing 
equipment had been installed so that a completely edited, polished 
program could be presented upon landing. 

The Clipper landed at Logan at 8:47 p.m., EDT, not only 
_ delivering the NBC films but also establishing a new London-Boston 
record (12 hours, 35 minutes) for propeller-driven aircraft. The 
| giant plane was piloted by Capt. C.N. Warren, a veteran of some 300 
trans-Atlantic flights. 


The plane also carried Commentators Henry Cassidy and 
Merrill Mueller, the first eye-witnesses of the Coronation events to 
return to this country. 


Final Coronation films, both pool and NBC's, arrived at 


Logan Airport at 10:10 p.m., EDT, in a converted A-26 attack bomber 
owned by Cities Service Petroleum, Inc. The A-26, piloted by BJ. 
| Malloy, had picked up these films from another RAF jet at Goose Bay 
and also carried still photographs for U.S. newspapers and wire 


services, These films, which included those made of the procession 


following the actual Coronation, were integrated into the 10:30 to 
midnight program, In addition to the live commentary of Cassidy and 
Mueller, Sir Ralph Richardson, the distinguished British actor, 


appeared in a filmed commentary on the "Liber Regalis," the ancient 


book used in the solemn cermony. 
Capt. Hackett's abbreviated flight in NBC's secret jet, the 
Albion Arrow, was a story in itself, Only a small air bubble shatter- 
ed the plans which had been months in the making. Hackett, a former 
RAF flier now employed by Silver City Airways, Ltd., left Blackbushe 
at 6:24 a.m., EDT, and was averaging 570 miles per hour. Once his 
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wing tank was emptied of fuel, Hackett discovered that the feed from 
his belly tank was jammed, so he dived his plane straight down from 
45,000 to 20,000 feet, trying to shake loose the connection. 

He then stood the plane up on its tail and shook the stick 


to the point where the feed flow to the working fuel pumps momentarily 


cut out and the plane almost flamed out. Nothing worked. Hackett, 
estimating his fuel to the last drop, had only enough left to carry 
him 90 miles from Gander, so he was forced to turn back. 


Still, had Gander not been fogged in, Hackett would have 


attempted to glide the plane the last 90 miles from 50,000 feet. The 


fog, however, would have necessitated a ground control approach, This, 


of course, was scarcely considered worth risking Hackett's life. 


Hackett, who last month set an unofficial London-Gander 


-worldts record of 4 hour and 36 minutes, was heart-broken about 


having to turn back, for he was making such good time that he was 
virtually certain to crack his own record. 

Originally, Reaver was to stand by at Gander in order to 
shuttle the Albion Arrow films to Boston in the event that Hackett 
could not take off immediately upon refueling. When Hackett was 
forced back, Reaver -- who earlier in the day had been iced in at New 
Brunswick and had experienced mechanical troubles -- sped back to 
Goose Bay to await the RAF pool plane. Having done double duty as a 
backstop for both the Albion Arrow and the RAF pool plane, he was 
highly praised by McAndrew for his tireless performance. 

Coronation Day coverage on NBC-TV began at 5:30 a.m., EDT, 
on its news and special features program, TODAY, Dramatic, almost 
simultaneous, still pictures of the event were transmitted across the 
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Atlantic to the "Today" newsroom Set, where they were reproduced on 


the Mufax facsimile receiver with amazing speed and Clarity. 


Fags 30 Ms; EDT, only nine minutes after the lovely young

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NBC-TV LED ALL NETWORKS IN CORONATION NIGHTTIME 
AUDIENCE; CRITICS AND VIEWERS PRAISE COVERAGE 
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Television history repeated itself Tuesday night when a 
Trendex study showed that more people saw the feature presentation of 
the Coronation of Queen Elizabeth on NBC than on any other network. 
The same was true of NBC's television coverage of the 1952 political 
conventions and the Eisenhower Inauguration. 

The Trendex figures are the first ratings available and show 
an advance indication of NBC's leadership. It is expected that when 
more complete data are available reflecting national television audi- 
ences, they will show an even larger margin of leadership for NBC, 

Not only was NBC tops between 10:30 and 11:00 p.m,., but its 
rating was higher than the combined audience figures for the evening 
Coronation coverage of ABC and CBS. Also brought to light in the 
Trendex study was the fact that ABC finished second with its 8:30- 
10:00 p.m. broadcast, while CBS was third, The figures show that in 
the 10230-11:00 pem. period NBC, with a rating of 29.9, had nearly 
three times the audience of CBS, which had an 11.5 rating. The ABC 
program averaged 13.5.

Trendex figures for the cities surveyed between 11:00 p.m. 
and 12:00 midnight show that NBC continued its competitive three-to- 
one lead with a rating of 24.3 compared to 8.8 for CBS. 

NBC's rating supremacy is a reflection of the high quality 
of the film used on the program, the fine narration by Sir Ralph 
Richardson, and the technical excellence of the program itself, alla 
product of the careful advance planning of Coronation coverage by the 
network's news and special events experts, 

Critics referred to the films taken in London by NBC's own 
camera crew as "superb pictures for clarity, definition and fluidity." 
Many newspaper accounts lauded Richardson's narration. The fact that 
Henry Cassidy and Merrill Mueller were the first television commenta- 
tors to arrive back in this country and to give their personal on-the- 
spot observations of the historic event lent added stature to the 
Coronation highlight program, 

The newspaper critics were joined in their praise of the 


program by many viewers who telephoned NBC to compliment the network,

On Nov. 28, 1949, William Boyd, who has gradually come to 
identify himself with the character he portrays, began the series of 
54 hour-long "Hopalong Cassidy" films originally made for theatre 
release. 

The popularity of these films burgeoned so rapidly that the 
craze for Hopalong Cassidy paraphernalia resulted in’ the licensing of 
literally hundreds of items of merchandise which have spread Hoppy's 
fame throughout the world. 

Where "Hopalong Cassidy" is not seen on television (he is 
seen in Italy, Mexico, Canada, England and Hawaii, where the kids call 
him "Lopalong"), his name and face are known through comic strips and 
comic books.

Estimates of TV homes by countries as of May 1, 1953 will 
be released soon in booklet form. These estimates are based on the 
results of the Nielsen Survey (conducted in the Spring of 1952) ad- 
jJusted to reflect the set sales since then, as reported monthly 
monthly by RTMA.

One of the latest technical advances to be put to use by 
Brown in shooting the series will be a new "crab" camera dolly -- 

a dolly without tracks, permitting much greater freedom of camera 
movement than was previously possible. 

On Brown's immediate staff will be Allen Neuman, who directe 
"Lights Out" on TV and has had directing credits on many of the drama- 
tic vignettes seen on the NBC-TV "Kate Smith Hour;" Joe Brun, imagina- 
tive Hollywood cameraman; and Richard Sylbert, scenic designer who has 
created sets for many of the top TV shows. 

Brown himself has been a familiar figure around NBC since

Such telecasts would be in addition to the full 
nationwide schedule. 

On two Saturdays, Oct. 24 and Nov. 7, the TV Game of the 
Week will be a panoramic telecast in which portions of four games 
being played in different parts of the country will be seen over the 
81-station NBC network.

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The General Motors NBC-TV Game of the Week series also 
includes a Thanksgiving Day telecast of the Utah-Brigham Young game 
to be played at Salt Lake City. 

The NCAA divides the country into eight regions and has re- 
quired that the TV Game of the Week series include at least one game 
from each of the eight regions. No college football team is represen- 
ted more than once in the 12-week network series. 

In selecting the games to be included in the series, every 
attempt was made to pick the games holding the greatest promise of 
wide public interest. Such games include the California-Ohio State, 
Texas-Oklahoma, Alabama-Tennessee, Michigan-Michigan State, USC-UCLA, 
Army-Navy and Notre Dame-Southern Methodist classics. 

In the panoramic telecasts, each of the four games involved 
will be covered in its entirety by on-the-spot TV cameramen, and a 
central control NBC operator will switch the nationwide telecast from 
game to game as the afternoon progresses, 

No particular portion of any game 4s definitely scheduled 
to be televised.

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One of the biggest "news days" since the end of World War II 
was handled with speed and precision by the NBC news and special 
events department, headed by William R. McAndrew, today (Thursday, 
June 18). 

News of tremendous importance broke in all corners of the 


world. 


In East Berlin, anti-Communist resistance broke into the 
open, for all the world to see. In Korea, as truce teams strove to 
reach agreement, President Syngman Rhee released thousands of North 
Korean prisoners, mobs demonstrated in Seoul, and the tempo of combat 
increased along the front. In Japen, 120 American soldiers and seven 
crewmen died in aviation's worst disaster. fAnd in Washington, D.C., 
members of the highest court in the land met to determine the fate of 
two convicted atom spies. 

First pictorial evidence of the vast unrest behind the Iron 
Curtain was presented on NBC-TV's CAMEL NEWS CARAVAN (7:45 p.m., EDT) 
on Wednesday, June 17. These exclusive films, obtained on the East- 
West Berlin border with a 30-inch telephoto lens, revealed the East 
Berlin demonstrations which were a prelude to the subsequent wild 


rioting. |

On Thursday, June 18, "Camel News Caravan" presented films 
of the rioting at its peak, including some footage smuggled out of 
East Berlin. These included pictures of the Red flag being torn down 
from Brandenburg Gate, East Berlin policemen throwing their coats 
away, and Red tanks surrounded by angry, shouting mobs of Germans. 
During the rioting, an NBC staff cameraman was set upon by a mob, 
but only his protests that he was reporting the event for American 
television saved him from a beating. 

The "News Caravan" also presented the very latest films of 
the Korean fighting, as well as pictures of demonstrators in Seoul 
protesting the truce. 

On Thursday, NBC-TV presented a live telecast from the en- 
trance to the Supreme Court building in Washington, where members of 
that court met to decide the fate of Julius and thel Rosenberg, con- 
victed spies who had been granted a surprise stay of execution by 
Associate Justice William O. Douglas. David Brinkley and Morgan 
Beatty, of NBC's Washington news staff, were the commentators during 
the telecast, while Richard Harkness served inside as an observer at 
the session itself. 

Earlier that same day, news of the air crash in Japan was 
reported by Far Eastern Correspondent Wilson Hall on NBC radio. This 
was the first word received of the horrible death which came to 120 
GIs as the giant four-engined Globemaster transporting them to Korea 
crashed soon after taking off from Tachikawa Airport in a drenching

The NBC News and Special Events Department provided American 
televiewers with on-the-spot coverage of one of the most dramatic and 
‘Significant events in the history of American jurisprudence on Friday, 
June 19, when the decision which sealed the fate of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg was flashed to the nation within seconds after it had been 
read in the chambers of the Supreme Court, 

NBC-TV went on the air with this special telecast at 
11:55 a.m., EDT. Cameras were stationed at the entrance to the white 
marble building in which members of the highest court in the land had 
assembled to act on the stay of execution which had been granted the 
Rosenbergs by Associate Justice William 0. Douglas. 

Commentators David Brinkley and Richard Harkness of NBC's 
Washington news staff were on hand to describe the background of the 
case, only the third of its kind in 175 years. 

With cameras prohibited in the chambers of the Court, Harkness 
then went inside to observe and make notes. With a quick decision by 
the court deemed likely, Brinkley suggested to the audience that it 


stand by. 
At 12:05 Harkness rushed out of the building and -- somewhat 


breathless after running down two flights of stairs -- announced that 


Justice Douglas had been overruled and that the execution of the con- 


victed atom spies in the electric chair at Sing Sing prison was a 


virtual certainty.

In a series of filmed programs in the early Fall, NBC-TV 
will report the complete story of the success or failure of the 
expedition, Barry said. He said it also is possible that NBC radio 
will carry a program or series of programs on the expedition.

The expedition, with three tons of equipment, including 
oxygen apparatus, left New York May 25 for Karachi, Pakistan, From 
there the group flew to the military post of Skardu in North Pakistan.

this week. 
The actual climb up the mountain will begin early in July, 


and the adventurers expect to be on the mountain for six weeks. 
Films taken by Dr. Houston and the others on the party will be flown 
back to NBC in New York each week under an agreement with Pan 
American Airways. 

This will be the fifth attempt to scale the rugged peaks 
of K-2. The others were by an Anglo-Swiss-Austrian expedition in 
1902; an Italian group in 1909; the first American Expedition in 
1938, also headed by Dr. Houston; and a second American Expedition in 
1939. The highest point reached on the mountain is 26,000 feet, 
attained by the second American Expedition. 

Coverage of the K-2 project for NBC is under supervision 
of Davidson Taylor, the network's director of public affairs. 


"This will be the first time an intimate record of a 


mountain climbing expedition will have been made available to the 
American public," Taylor said. "K-2 is another example of how
